ARRBANGEMENTS OF TIE GURESTS,

The distingushed party sat down to table at a
few minutes past seven, The CaptainGenersl
was dressed i full uniform, with the broad rib-
bon and cross of 8K, Ferdinuand, the rest of the
company being v fall evening dress or brilliant
uniforms,

Mr, Beward ocoupled the sont on the rieht of
the Captain-General at tne head of the table,
On his Excellency's left, and opposite Mr,
Seward, sat Mr, Kennedy. Next to Mr, Seward
sat Mr. Minor, Consul-General of the United
Btater ot Havaoa, visavis Genoral Davila, At
the other end of the table kut the Commandant-
General ol the Arsenn]l and Navy Yard of Ha-
vana. On his right, Mr. F. W, Seward; on his
loit, Ceptamn Walker, of the De Soto, the inter-
medine space bewng diled up by the otlwr gles's,
Forty per ons in all sat down 10 one of the most
splendid banquets ever given in Havana.

YUPRACE AND PROSPERITY T0 TUB UNITED svaTRe."

When the dinner had been disposed of, and at
the moment dedlcated from time immemorial to
the mterchange ol those sentiments with which
it should be supposed tue conviviality of the mo
ment has nothing to do, the Captain-General rose
10 give the trst 1001, His Excellency expressed
in afew words the extreme satisinction it gave
hi'm to welcome to Conn the distinguished Seore-
tary of Blate of the United States, and the honor
he Teltydone him in having ut his table o statés
man of such elevated character,

Ile spoke of the relations between Lhe Govern-
ments and people ol the United States nnd 8pain,
which had slways boen in the highest degree
triendly and cordial, concluding by congratulut-
ing the United Staces on the termination of the
waur, i expressivg the bope that they may con-
tinue at peace and increase in prosperity aud
happiness,

MR, SEWARD'S REPLY.

Mr, Bewurd thanked his Excellency for the
marked attention shown him, and the personal
complupent pad him, and, atter alluding to the
prosperons condition whic h the island of Cuba
enjoye, he udded that the United States had no
other views or desires in these regions than the
advancement and happiness of these people, it
bewng a matter of indiderence by what meaus or
by what lorm ol government »hw attined those
loity ends.

He offered the sentiment that Spain i the
only Buropean power that bas any right 1o o
teoting in America, since Spain had always been
emioently American. She has the glory of
having discovered and bestowed America upon
the worid, and ot having peopled and Onristisn.
ized the greater ?urt ol those vast regions, Ile,

theretore, wished Spain all manner ot happivess
and prosperity, in order that she might be uble to
maintain her Amencin possessions, and bless
them with peusce and all those giits with which
Heaven recompenses & frugal and laborious
people. That these were the wishes and only
aspirutions of the United States, He prawsed the
strict neutrality snd lmpartial, digoifled policy
which Spain had observed durmg the war, and
in thie connection alluded in very fattering
terms to Mr. Tussnra, Minister Plemipotentiary
of her Catholic Majesty to Washingtou, who,
by his Irank, loyal, and concilintory churacter,
had in a great measure contibuted to e satis-
factory solution of questions whien bad arlsen
durmg the pust iye years,

In goneluson, he alluded in a playful manner
to Captain Walker, eommunding the De Sofo,
suying that if he (the speaker) could speak of
Spain only by what he had been wble to observe
i the despatching of oficial busiuess, the Cap-
tain could glve other testimony ol o |.u,rc aEree-
able nature, from his frequent iuterconrse with
the pore of Havana,

CAYTAIN WALKER ON H1E FEET,

The gallant commander of the De Sofo replied
to Mr. Beward’s closing remarks, by saying that
he had had many times the plt-u.ﬂuro of wislting
Havana belore, during, and since the war; that
he had always met with the kindest treatment
from the authoritics, while among the citizens
he had muny jriends who honored him with
their synipathy and csteem, towards whom he
profested sincere regards, mldmu that he hoped
to bave the pleasure o1 returning and revisiting
the Captain-Geneinl,

‘“"HE UNITED STATES NAvy"

was the subject of the next toast, given by the
Commandant-General ol the (Apostadero)
Arsenal and Navy Yard, to which Mr, Kennedy
replied in a few words, alluding, in the course
ol his remarks, to the prodigious etforts made to

re-eslablish peace in the Union, and to the
poilcg pursued by Mr, Seward, concluding by
oflering the sentiment—

‘YHE PROEPERITY OF THE IBLAND OF CUBA,”

which &ps the lust tonst propused, nud, ns it
appears, was not replied to.

Yoesterday several orthodox miniasfers called,

conversed, and prayed with the prisoners, who
exhbibited some emotion. Aflerwanls, Father
Begrath, of the Catholic Church, way with them,
They all professea the Rowan Oatholie faith,
Knight and Perry were baptized, The other
two bnd been baotized in intsney, The prieoners
hud previously shown great hardibood, singiag
stich pleces as “Bold.d Dunuho,” and “Bingen
on the Rhine.” The past 190 days bad tamed
them down, but they were still stolld, irivolous,
and careless, joking about thelr doom,
This morning Perry's brother brought him
clothing. The parting scene between them was
peart-rendiog, Perry gl\im-'. wiy to tears and
sobs,  Colonel Innie provided the others with
clothing, Lysasught said &t firet that he didn’
want any llan n# those he had on were good
ns zald to hang ., Lmh was asked to tell who
shot Hefferman, He replied, ""That is not a fair
question; I'll never {21l that in this world."”

Father Begrath came sbout 10 o'dlock to at-
tepd them in their Isst momenis. Lv.auugm
wpid he felt as pgay oo alnrk. He said be had
been badly treated, else he would be with his
arents now. Fuather Begrath reed a touching
etter from Lyeaught's parcnts ¢y the Bishop,
weking him to bave James' grave marked that
some day they mught tako the body away. He
was earnestly exhorted to repentance, but he ro-
matned almost stolid. SBome oge in the room
having a looking «lurg, be jumped up, exclalm-
ing, “‘By golly! 1 wust look atjmy ince once
more.” Tien, tur ning to Crab. he remarked,
“Lock at yours; it's vour last chance,’

vrab replied, "It aint any use.” Lysaught
asked. laugningly, “Afraid you'll break the
glues 1" when wll fonr seemed much ticklod.
crab having taker. Lysaught's bandkerchief, the
latter playiully snniched it away, saying, “Let
mu emell it evalpgsting.” Then, turning o
Crab, siid, “You're enough to make n monkey

.’

: I’erry was nsked If he feared to die, He re
plied **1 don't dread it & bit, It'e best to take ic
casy, its got o come, ;
Crat Indicted the follonmg letter to Byron
Henton, Oswego, Now York:

i1 fn:orge Crab, the boy whu llﬂ(ﬂli to run on the
yacket with you, in 1861, is about 1o be hung,
lle requests to be r-momborcd kindly, to your-
seli avd family.”

Perry took bis brother aside atparting, and
advised him never to indulge in sinful, lazy
waye, never toswear, and to let slone whisky,
cards, and bad houses, *tor the like of this has
Lrought me to the gullows, I want you to take
my body home and let mother see me, 1 am
sorry ehe did pot seec me before I was hung,
Tell herto meet me in & beiter worid, a& 1 am
prepared to die,  Cod bless you! Good-by "
When the pricst left them for o few momenty
they began to chat and joke sbout the ropes
that would hang them, the feeling of contrition
being evancseent,

An immense crowd, numbering fifteen thou-
sand persons, were on the ground, At twenty
minutes pust eleven, the prisoners were brought
to the gallows, which they mounted with a firm
step, and stood guzing sround for nineieen min-
utes, while the charges and specitications and
sentence were being read. Perry compnsedly
leaned agamnst one of ihe uprights, and sur-
yeyed the crowd, Crab took hold of the noose
betore him, and viewed it with a comic look,
testing 1ts sirength with his thumb, and rub-
bing his head agninst the rope,

Knight buttoned his cost, chewing hie cud ot
tobacco violently, and showing nervousness,
As hig arms were bounda he guivered a momwent,
During the prajer he kpelt, bowing his head
and holding lus hundkerchiel to his nose, which
wis bleeding., His lust words were, *'1 have no
hard feclings against uny one, T am going to &
better world.” Ly mugm took a furewell nh.'w
of tobaceo, ga3 ing, ‘Pre Ltg rough, ain't it?" He
agked forgivene:s of all whom he had injured,
addmg, “1 am glad we bad time for repentance;
I am glad we were removed from the jail o the
Penitentinry, It I had stayed at the jail I would
have starvod to desth” Orab also asked for-
givencss for lus misdeeds, and thanged Mr.
Jolnson, keeper of the Penitentiary, for his
kindness, Just before the drop fell, he shrogged
hie# ehonlders, and exclaimed, *It's kind o' cold.”
A ctym called on him on tae platiorm, and was
affectionately kissed by Knight aud Crab; ns he
went down the stepe, the former calle d out,
‘“Take warning by this,"”

Jurt betore the drop feil, Perry held out his
hat, and said, ** Jim Johnson, give my brother
that."

Al thirteen minutes after 12 o'clock the rope
was cut, and the tour bodies fell with a heavy
thump. Lysaught's neck was broken. The
kuot slipped with Knight and Crab, who died
with many strugeles and convaolsive writhings,

Perry died by strangulation, but did not move
much.

Alter hanging twenty minntes the bodies were
cut down and pliced i common pauper collins,

An early attempt was made to erect whisky,

candy, and utlplv stands among the crowd of
qrwtatnr&. but the military promptliimern red.

The bearing ol the condemned showed that
they had agreed to brave it out. Their highest
estimation of conduct on such occasions seems
to have been to die game. They certeinly met
death with as little show of fear as is puﬁﬂh!e to
imugine in youths not out ot their teens,
